It is only a few short 
years since the first calf club 
was formed, yet from it there 
have developed clubs without 
number that are reaching the 
boys and girls of the North 
American continent in a way 
that nothing else could. The 
first clubs were fat calf clubs 
composed of representatives of all the breeds of cattle, and they 
not only interested the boys and girls in the development and care 
of cattle, but they stimulated a healthy rivalry between the differ- 
ent breeds of beef cattle. Those clubs have prospered, they have 
increased in size and numbers, and they have done a wonderful 
work among the boys and girls of the Dominion of Canada and the 
United States of America. The fat calf clubs have their place and 
it is a permanent one, because the ultimate end of all beef cattle is 
the butcher’s block, and to keep the eye of the public, and par- 
ticularly the youth of this 
country, fixed upon that

ambitious to pass on to some- 
thing where they may gain 
some new information and 
achieve something higher and 
better in the work of live stock 
production. 

Pure Bred Clubs—It is be- 
cause we realize that the boys 
’ and girls are in that position 
that we have established the pure bred calf clubs in this country. 
We will endeavor through those ciubs to teach the boys and girls 
the information concerning the pure bred cattle trade that the calf 
club has already taught them about the fat cattle business. By its 
very nature a pure bred club is a matter for men engaged in the 
breeding of that breed of cattle, and while we will develop our clubs 
the Shorthorn breeders will develop theirs, the White Faces theirs, 
and so on. In this way the youth of the country will be brought 
into touch with all the great breeds of beef cattle. Having stated 
the purpose of the pure 
bred club, let us tell you 


fact, we must continue to 
support and develop the 
fat calf club. 

In most of the pro- 
vinees of the Dominion the 
Boys’ and Girl’s Club 
movement has arranged a 
series of small school faiis 
throughout the country, 
and the calf club has be- 
come a part of these fairs. 
While these school fairs 
are elementary, they are a 
wonderful thing for the 
rising generation in this 
country, not only so far 
as the calf club is con- 
cerned, but because they 
offer a variety of compe- 
tition that affords an op- 
portunity for children of 
different tastes to center 
and compete. We know 
very well that everyone is 
not interested in a calf 
club, but we are glad to 
say that many are.

what we have done. Four 
calf clubs have been or- 
ganized in the west and 
one is in the formation 
stage in eastern Canada 
at the present time. These 
clubs have been organized 
at Dauphin, Manitoba; 
Portage la Prairie, Mani- 
toba; Brandon, Manitoba, 
and Lacombe, Alberta. 
To satisfactorily des- 
scribe the method of or- 
ganizing these clubs, let us 
take the Brandon club as 
an example. At Brandon 
we called a meeting of a 
number of breeders of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle who 
were in favor of starting 
such a club. When the 
breeders had gathered to- 
gether, we formed a club 
and elected a president, a 
vice-president, a secretary 
and three directors. We 
made the manager of the 


With these two club 
movements we are in en- 
tire accord. In fact, they 
form the ground work up- 
on which our clubs are being built, and they will at all times have 
our hearty support. The school fairs form what one might call 
the public school work of the calf club, and the fat calf clubs are 
the high school work, while the pure bred clubs will take the place 
of the college education. Just as an ambitious boy or girl wishes 
to pass into high school from public school and into college from 
high school, so the ambitious boys and girls of this country who 
have been through the first two courses in calf club training are

Nebraskan Tells How to Market Steers Now 


“High-priced feeder cattle that sell as 
low-priced beeves when they are finally re- 
turned to market naturally have a tendency 
to discourage beef production here in the 
corn belt,” remarked John Thompson of 
Croften, who was here yesterday with Ab- 
erdeen-Angus yearlings that sold at $10.00. 

“Feeding losses have been the general 
rule in our locality this season,” added Mr. 
Thompson, “but I have noticed that some of 
the old timers are taking their medicine 
gracefully and are planning to get their 


money back on low-priced feeders, bought 
now, that may sell at a good profit margin 
later on. Some of these men are sending 
in cattle that they had intended to feed a 
month or two longer, with the full know- 
ledge that these cattle must sell at a loss, 
but instead of taking their money back 
home, they are investing it in cheap stock 
cattle and feeding steers. 

“This seems to be the most practical 
method of getting out of a tight situation. 
The main trouble with beeves that are com- 
ing in now is that they cost too much as 
feeders and since they are bound to show 
loss, many stock farmers figure that this 
loss might as well be written off as soon as 
possible, so that they can start out again on 
a new leaf. 

“There is plenty of cheap corn in the 
country, weather conditions are favorable 
for feeding and thin cattle may be bought 
‘worth the money’ here at market. No one 
can make profit, however, on cattle pur- 
chased at a cost as high or higher than 
present prices for beeves, and putting feed 
into such cattle is like throwing good money 
after bad.” 

The shipment of Aberdeen-Angus year- 
lings that Mr. Thompson had here yesterday 
consisted of well finished steers and heif- 
ers mixed. They had been on feed about 
three months and were all of his own rais- 
ing.—Daily Drovers Journal-Stockman, Om- 
aha, Neb., Jan. 5. 
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The Halls—-Feeders of Grand Champions. 


A freckled faced, bare- 
footed boy came out of a 
log cabin in Kentucky and 
peered between the rails 
of a stake-and-rider rail 
pen at a bunch of great 
red and roan steers that 
weighed near the ton 
mark. There was a wistful look in his blue eyes, as he gave a hitch 
to his “galluses” as his wide mouth bared his teeth in a grin of an- 
ticipation of the trip to market with the fat steers that would be 
the envy of the neighbors over the sparsely settled new country 
about. 

The youngster was young “Sammie” Hall, father of Edward P. 
Hall, and he was getting his eyes and mind filled with cattle 
knowledge that in later years, after the family moved to Illinois, 
would stand him in good stead in picking up and fitting cattle for 
the markets of New York, Philadelphia and Bos- 
ton where the prime beeves were driven from their 
feeding grounds in the Mississippi valley to mar- 
ket on foot before the days of railroads, refriger- 
ator cars or modern packing plants. 

Now Mr. Samuel Hall spends his winters in 
Florida and California, and as he has seen some 
ninety of them, his activities have covered about 
every stage of the live stock development of Amer- 
ica. He can recall quite clearly the driving of 
nearly a hundred head of fat cattle across the 
Hudson river on the ice for the Christmas trade 
of New York City. Those were the days of old- 
fashioned beef that was made from cheap land, 
cheap feed and cheap labor. There was no such 
thing as “Baby Beef.” The bigger the cattle, the 
more they weighed, and they usually ran from 
four to six years old, or more. Ton-weight cattle 
by the carload for the Christmas trade were com- 
mon even twenty-five years ago at Chicago. 

Down in that section of Illinois, the greatest caaliad 
beef making section of the new world at that time, 
cattle feeders fairly bedded down their cattle with the cheap corn. 
The land cost but a few dollars and more could be had a little high- 
er when the Halls came to Illinois. Corn was worth possibly a dime 
a bushel, delivered husked, and piled in rail pens near the cattle 

feeding yards. Farm hands who knew cattle feeding and had no 
ideas of union hours except those set by the sun and the calendar 
were to be had in any number required at a few dollars a month. 
Men who later became land owners and cattle feeders were glad to 
get a start by working all winter for practically little more than 
board and washing in order to have “a place to winter.” 

It was in the ’50s that the Halls came to Illinois. When young 
“Ed” began peeking through the fence at the big steers, as had his 
father, back in the Blue Grass state a generation earlier, he was 
merely following the call of the blood. “Ed” not only had cattle 
lore taught him from the first by his father and the cattlemen with 
whom he was thrown in contact in riding about the country picking

Therefore, in the blood oh 
the training and education, Edwin Preston Hall was not only pe A 
wise, but he came of the shredwest and keenest cattlemen in the - 
world. That has always been a trait of Mr. Hall’s; he knows yes 
angle of the cattle business as well as the cattle themselves fh ma 
calfhood to market. Ask any breeder who has had the pleases a 
seeing Mr. Hall go through his bunch of black calves after sh a 
material whether “Ed” knows a good calf or not, and you soon find 
out that when it comes to picking calves Pm 
their mother’s sides that will develop into grand 
champion steers there is probably not another man 
his equal in the United States. 

Back about the first International, in 1999 
Mr. Hall, then in partnership with J. D. Waters, 4 
neighbor who has bred and fed Shorthorns for 
years, came to see the carload show. The title of 
grand championship whetted his ambition. There 
was something about the atmosphere of the show 
that got into his cattle blood. There is just enough 
of the artist about E. P. Hall to make him see 
things that he wants to do. Instead of a brush 
or a chisel, he uses cattle and feed to shape into his 
finished picture. 

He went home and kept thinking about the fa- 
mous feeders and the products of their work that 
had been presented to the judges. He came back 
to the next show and carefully looked over every 
carlot and every animal in the good loads that won 
prizes. He watched the practical packer judges 
weed out the poorer lots and go among the good 
ones in their search for the best. He went home and began talking 
to Mr. Waters, his partner and neighbor. As he thought and drove 
and fed cattle for market all that year, he thought of the Interna- 
tional and the loads that had won. 

Mr. Hall repeated his trips to the Chicago shows of 1902, 1903 
and 1904, and by 1905, he and Mr. Waters were there with a load 
that landed in the money. They received only a minor prize, fifth, 
or something like that. But they had a ribbon as prize cattle feed- 
ers. The fighting blood of Cattle-feeder Hall was up and he went 
after the big prize. 

But it was seven years before the purple ribbon of the grand 
champion carlot was bestowed on his cattle. He fed Shorthorns and 
Herefords, and kept watching the judges and their decisions. Also, 
while he was buying and feeding for market, he kept watching the 
steers develop. They were no longer merely animals that would 
be shipped to Chicago and slaughtered for [Continued on page 22

FIGURES ON PURE BREDS ARE NEEDED! 


In 1910, the census figures on pure breds were not unearthed 
and given the world because of lack of clerical help in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce at Washington. Now the same thing is likely 
to happen for the 1920 census figures. We have received sum- 
maries for the States of West Virginia, Indiana and Massachusetts, 
but a letter from Chief Rommel of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, states that there will be only 
about ten States in all. Funds are not available for the tabulation 
of this work without interruption. The work must be done by 
hand instead of by tabulating machines, and with reduced clerical 
forces, there is danger that it will be dropped and left uncompleted; 
and the figures that would be such an incentive for speeding up 
the spread of pure breds among the average farmers through the 
County Agents in co-operation with the Breed Societies and the 
Breed Papers will not be forthcoming.

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History of Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Ass'n 


Upon being asked to write 
the early history of the Canadian 
Aberdeen-Angus Association, | 
felt that it was so wrapped up in 
a complication of obscure inci- 
dents that it would be of little 
value. But as the Secretary in- 
sisted that such an article was of 
first importance, I have prepared this brief record of the events 
which led to the formation of the Association, with the hope that 
it may interest at least a few persons and induce more of our 
breeders to become interested in the Association in its present 
position. 

In the early days of the breeding of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in Canada, the records of their pedigrees were kept in the Ameri- 
can Aberdeen-Angus herd book. This book was ably conducted, 
and every care was taken to see that none but worthy animals 
were recorded therein. But before many years had passed, the 
late Henry Wade of Toronto, who was conducting several other 
live stock records, started an Angus Record and styled himself 
“Secretary Dominion Polled Angus Breeders’ Association,” al- 
though no such association was in existence. Breeders were in- 
duced to record their cattle with him, and only too late they dis- 
covered that the requirements as to individuality and breeding were 
so lax, that the American Association refused to recognize his 
record books. It may be stated here that bulls red in color and 
having scurs were accepted for record. 

When the Parliament Buildings in Toronto were burned (1894) 
such records as there were were lost, but registration was resumed 
thereafter. The owners of animals recorded in the Canadian rec- 
ords found themselves in an awkward situation, as when they made 
a sale in the United States, registration in the American Book was 
refused if the animal was descended from Canadian registered an- 
cestors. When this fact became generally known in the West, con- 
siderable dissatisfaction resulted, and after several more or less 
informal gatherings of breeders had been held, an organization 
called the “Western Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association” was 
formed. A meeting was called in the committee room of the 
Directors of the Winnipeg Industrial Exhibition on July 24, 1902, 
at which, among others, Mr. Henry Wade was present, and it 
was decided to draft a constitution for a Canadian Association and 
endeavor to induce the Ontario breeders to unite with us in sup- 
porting a Canadian book. Messrs. W. Clifford, J. D. McGregor and 
F. J. Collyer were appointed a committee to attend to the matter, 
with the last named as Secretary. 

The Committee drafted a Constitution and had considerable 
correspondence with the American Association and also with the 
Ontario organization, then known as the “Angus Breeders’ Society 
of Canada,” and called a meeting, which was held in the office or 
Mr. George H. Greig (then Secretary of the Live Stock Associa- 
tions of Manitoba) on February 19, 1903. At this meeting only 
the following breeders were present:

Mr. Hodson presented 3 
drafted Constitution which, after being discussed clause by b this 
and with many changes suggested, was unanimously declared pn 
factory. Then the President and Secretary, as a committee with 
full power to act for the Association, were instructed to meet with 
the committee appointed by the Eastern breeders and the Live Stock 
Commissioner to complete the Constitution to govern the entry of 
pedigrees of animals into the Record. This proposed meeting with 
a committee of Eastern breeders was, however, not arranged, al- 
though in December of that year the Secretary asked Mr. Hodson 
to bring about such a meeting as soon as possible. 

The next meeting was held in the Empire Hotel, Brandon 
on March 1, 1906, and the Constitution, which had been further 
amended by Mr. Hodson, came up for consideration. This copy 
had been changed considerably from that submitted a few months 
previously and contained provisions for an Eastern office which did 
not meet with the approval of the meeting; but this is a matter 
which was later adjusted satisfactorily. 

_ The amendments to the rules submitted were however, found 
satisfactcry, especially that (No. 9) which called for the inspection 
by a competent inspector of all animals recorded in the Dominion 
Polled Angus Herd Book and the recording of only those pro- 
nounced good specimens of the breed descended from desirable ar- 
cestry in the new Record. At this meeting it was further suggest-

Hon. W. Clifford, John Turner of Car- 
roll, Alex.

calves. The whole performance was capped by winning first in the 
baby beef demonstration team contest. Over $1,200 in prize money 
was taken home from the state fair by Marshall County Calf Club 
boys and girls. 

Then at the Marshall county fair, the whole club came in for 
the finals. Over seventy calves were shown and then auctioned 
off at the close of the show. They averaged close to twenty cents 
a pound, with a top of forty-five cents for the grand champion 
steer. 
No others exhibit at either fair attracted more attention or 
received more favorable comment than did the Marshall County 
Baby Beef Club show. In the writer’s opinion, in no other way 
has an equal expenditure of time and money brought such good 
returns in favorable publicity and real advertising value for the 
live stock interests of a community as has that spent in promoting 
the calf clubs of Marshall county. This is entirely aside from the 
value to the boys and girls, who, after all, got a great deal more 
than anyone else from the club. 

A dozen times within the last six weeks the writer has been 
asked: “How does Marshall county do it?” 

So far as I have been able to learn, there is no secret whatever 
in it. It is just that the interest in the 
calf club has grown a little more intense

Whenever a bit of help or a suggestion 
as to feeding or handling the calf could 
be used, it was offered, often without 
the boy knowing he was being given 
help. On many a summer evening or 
fine Sunday afternoon, the boys would 
have opportunity to show their calves 
and talk matters over with interested 
breeder friends who dropped in to see 
how things were going. A hint was 
dropped here and there as to how some other boy was feeding or 
how some other calf was doing on certain feeds. 

The boys did a lot of visiting among themselves. Sometimes 
this was done alone, but oftener in groups. Most of the attention 
given the club by the leaders and boosters was informal, and as 
opportunity came for it in the day’s work, but it was none the less 
effective. Some attempt was mode at holding club tours, picnics 
and meetings, and this was of some help also in keeping up the in- 
= The results certainly justified all of the means that were 
used. 

For 1920-21, Marshall county is making no boasts. However, 
they are planning another calf club up there. They expect a good 
deal more and keener competition than ever before. They hope to 
be ready for it. This year they plan for a township group exhibit 
at the county fair, similiar to the county group exhibit at the state 
fair. A lot of twonship rivalry is resulting. Township Farm Bu- 
reaus, breeders’ groups and the boys themselves are all working 
to be prepared to make a creditable showing for their townships. 
A township group will consist of six head. It is expected that 
practically all of the twonships will have groups to show. Some 
have two or more groups of six head that are already lined up. 


The search for the right sort of calves is on in earnest. When

each year. And this interest has spread 
to nearly every one in the county. 

The writer judged one of the first 
Marshall County Calf Clubs held, some 
five years ago. Somewhere around 
twenty-five head of calves were out to 
be sorted up. They made a creditable 
lot, too. However there were at least 
a dozen other shows in the state that 
year that did as well or better in num- 
bers, and half as many as good or better 
in quality. The next year there was an 
increase in the number shown, but a 
more noticable improvement in the gen- 
eral quality of the exhibit. The interest 
of others than the club members was be- 
coming keener and the rivalry among the 
boys, while friendly, was growing strong. 
With a little encouragement from Coun- 
tv Agent Buchanan, the beef cattle 
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breeders began to take hold and help. 
That, in turn, further encouraged Bu- 
channan and the boys. 

When the 1919-20 contest was being 
worked up, such stockmen as Mr. Ray Plummer, Mr. S. Collins and 
a dozen or more of others worked as earnestly as did the county 
agent in locating the boys whom they felt should be encouraged to 
go into the club. Some competition was arranged by townships as 
to which would furnish the most enrollments, and stand highest in 
the final show. One of the most important things done by those 
interested in the club, however, was that every boy was furnished 
in some way with a good calf. A great deal of time and effort was 
spent by various men in locating the good calves in the county. A 
few were obtained outside the county lines. Active search for 
Angus calves was largely in the hands of the Angus breeders. 
Herefords were hunted for by the Hereford men and Shorthorns 
found by the Shorthorn fraternity. However, when a good calf of 
any breed, pure bred, grade or cross breed was located by anyone, 
whether of the breed of his choice or not, the calf was found a good 
nome with a boy who wanted that kind of a calf. There was some 
livalry among the breeders who wanted to get their good calves 
into the hands of boys whom they knew would make good with 
them, and this sort of friendly rivalry certainly did no harm. 

After the boy and calves had been properly introduced to each 
other and things had settled down to the long pull of the year’s 
work, Mr. Buchanan and his helpers did not let them “settle” too 
much. Every opportunity to visit a boy and his calf was grasped.

Mr. Buchanan’s or some other club beoster’s car is seen parked by 
the pasture fence the chances are you will find the car owner in- 
specting a “prospect” he glimpsed while driving by. It is claimed 
by one lad that “Buck” (as Mr. Buchanan is widely known) can 
see a good baby beef prospect farther and quicker than any other 
man in the county. A neighboring county agent has even been 
heard to remark that he belives “Buck” has been known to see a 
good one or two even across the county line. He has some keen 
competition at that. 

As was said before, there is no secret in Marshall county’s 
methods. It’s just that everybody works at the job, including 
father in most cases, in so far as lending his interest and encour- 
agement is concerned. And the work has paid mighty well.

Washington Breeder for Calf Clubs.

Getting Feed and Fertility from Lespedeza 


In the Central South there is 
no legume that equals lespedeza in 
all around value. It will make a 
fair growth on lands too poor and 
too acid to profitably produce alf- 
alfa. It has palatability, high feed- 
ing value and the ability to with- 
stand almost any amount of graz- 
ing. For these reasons it is found 
in almost every pasture in the region to which it is adapted. On 
soils sufficiently fertile and moist lespedeza will produce good 
sized yields of hay that is easily cured, nutritious and palatable. 
As a pasture plant and as a hay crop in certain sections, it has, 
by means of its excellent qualities, won a place for itself in the 
agriculture of the section, but as a fertility-building crop that may 
be used in a definite rotation with corn and cotton it has not been 
made use of to an extent in keeping with its value. However, in 
Benton county, Mississippi, close up to the Tennessee line, J. M. 
Aldrich and his two sons have not only used lespedeza for pasture 
and hay but in a rotation with corn and cotton to build fertile 
soils, and through the aid of this legume they have worked wonders 
with a soil that long ago lost its natural fertility because of exces- 
sive erosion and heavy cropping in soil-robbing crops. 

On their Oak Hill Farm at Michigan City, the Aldriches have 
a winning combination in lespedeza, Aberdeen-Angus cattle, cotton 
and corn. Being live stock men by nature and yet cognizant of 
the fact that cotton is too valuable a southern crop to neglect, 
they set about to find the link that would bind the two in a way 
that would produce 
a smooth working 
system and enable 
them to operate the 
place at a_ profit. 
Lespedeza supplied 
the missing link, for 
with this crop they 
were abe to feed the 
cattle for a consider- 
able part of the year 
and at the same time 
grow the fertility 
that was necessary 
to enrich their soils 
to the point at which 
profitable crops of 
corn and_ cotton 
might be made. It 
is a more or less 
common impression 
that cattle and cot- 
ton-.don’t fit in well 
with each other, but 
the Aldriches have 
made the two work in doubue harness with a splendid success. 

On Oak Hill Farm there are 1,200 acres, of which approxi- 
mately 250 acres are in corn, 100 in cotton, 300 in meadows set 
in lespedeza and paspalum, or white clover and paspalum, and the 
remainder in timbered land. 

Cotton, corn and lespedeza are grown in a six ‘year rotation. 

For three years cotton and corn are grown, and then during the 
winter of the third year the cotton or corn rows are leveled by 
disking and harrowing and a bushel per acre of lespedeza seed 
sowed. 
Mr. Aldrich generally sows his lespedeza seed during the late 
winter or early spring, but he expressed the opinion that it may 
be sowed considerably earlier with still better success. Under 
natural conditions, lespedeza seed are scattered over the ground in 
the fall of the year, lying on the surface during the winter and 
germinating in the spring. It occasionally happens that lespedeza 
seeds sprout unusually early owing to favorable weather and the 
plants are killed by late frost, but this does not happen very often. 
Therefore, by sowing the seed any time after it is too late for 
them to verminate, the “hard seed,” or those whose coat is some- 
what impervious to water, have a chance to become water soaked 
grandually and when warm weather comes in the spring, the 
seed germinate quickly and the crop gets an earlier start than is 
the case when seeding is delayed until early spring. 


Lespedeza and Acid Phosphate Increased Fertility. 


The lespedeza in the rotation takes care of the nitrogen and 
vegetable matter requirements of the soil, and under the cotton

Not only has this rotation increased fertility, but it has prov 
a well balanced system and enables the Aldriches to farm aoe 
land per man and per mule. Lespedeza fits in well with cotto ep 
corn, and in many respects is a better summer legume to ua 
cowpeas. One notable advantage lespedeza has over cow e _ 
that lespedeza involves no labor in late May or early June pe : 
as the land must be disked or plowed at this time in wren 
for cowpeas. Just at the time the land must be put in shape fo 
peas the teams and men are busily engaged in the cultivation of 
corn and cotton, and this is doubly true if the season happens to 
be a rainy one such as last spring and early summer. Ag lespe- 
deza is sowed in the late winter, it does not at that time compete 
with corn and cotton for the labor supply. 

Lespedeza remains on the cultivated land for three years and 
from April to frost supplies pasture for the Aberdeen-Angus herd, 
After three years in 
lespedeza, Mr. Al- 
drich considers that 
the land has “come 
back” sufficiently %o 
produce three more 
profitable crops o: 
corn and cotton, so 
the pasture is 
plowed up and put 
back into __ these 
crops again. A good 
bit of the land is 
share-cropped. Good 
yields are made, for 
every three years a 
tenant is given a 
new piece of land 
that has been in les- 
pedeza for _ three 
years, and the land 
he has farmed for 
the same length of 
time goes back into 
; this legume A 
share cropper cultivates about 18 acres, 10 acres being planted to 
cotton and the other eight to corn. Cook cotton, an early big boll 
variety that yields well but produces a short staple, is grown ex- 
exclusively. 

In his experience with cotton, Mr. Aldrich has been converted 
to the doctrine of closer spacing of the plants on the field. He 
plants in three and one-half foot rows with plants from eight to 
twelve inches in the drill and finds that by crowding the plants he 
gets more cotton per acre even if there is less per plant. He is 
spacing much closer now than formerly and has found it quiet 
profitable. Cotton on the Aldrich place will average about three- 
fourths of a bale per acre. 


A Pioneer Aberdeen-Angus Breeder in Mississippi. 


Mr. Aldrich is a pioneer in the breeding of pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus in Mississippi. Many years ago he purchased the 
foundation of a herd that has now grown to considerable size, and 
is excellent in breeding and individual merit. He erected one of 
the first silos built in Mississippi; in fact he filled his first silo 
before the first one was filled on the Branch Experiment Station 
at Holly Springs. In his herd, which consists of about 100 head of 
pure breds and grades, he has Queen Mothers, Blackbirds and 
Prides of Aberdeen. His herd is headed by three well bred bulls 
of good individual type, one a Blackbird, another a Queen Mother 
and the third of the Trojan Erica strain. ’ 

These cattle are fed on lespedeza pasture from April to frost 
and then carried through the winter on sorghum silage and two 
pounds of cottonseed meal per day. There are two concrete silos 
on Oak Hill Farm; one holding one hundred and forty tons 
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and the smaller one 125. Mr. Aldrich built 
his first silo 12 years ago and it has given 
entire satisfaction during the years that 
followed. Each year it is given a coat of 
tar inside to seal the walls and make them 
air tight. 

For filling these silos, the Aldriches have 
found sorghum a much better silage crop 
for their section than corn. A much heav- 
ier yield is obtained and by allowing the 
crop to mature well—the seeds to harden— 
it has been found that sorghum silage is 
almost the equal of corn silage in feeding 
value. Last year, they had 20 acres in 
Texas Seeded Ribbon cane (sorghum), 
which yielded between 18 and 15 tons to 
the acre. No fertilizer was used on this 
sorghum, but it was put on land having 
considerable natural fertility, and to some 
of it applications of barnyard manure had 
been made. 

The one disadvantage in using sorghum 
for silage is in the handling. Where it 
makes a very rank growth it is very diffi- 
cult to handle with a corn binder. 

Lespedeza is not only used for pasture, 
but on the moist bottom lands it grows hay 
to perfection, reaching a height of 15 to 18 
inches and easily yielding two tons to the 
acre. As lespedeza has fine stems and a 
very small per cent. of moisture, it is easily 
cured into hay that by reason of its high 
nitrogenous content and many small leaves 
approaches alfalfa in feeding value. 

In harvesting the hay crop Mr. Aidrich 
waits until quite a few seeds have matured 
before cutting, and in so doing enough seed 
are scattered out in mowing and handling 
to seed the land for the succeeding crop. 

In addition to the sale of a large number 
of breeding cattle each year, the Aldriches 
market steers off pasture. Last year they 
sold a lot of grade Aberdeen-Angus steers, 


weighed at home, for 10 cents per pound. 
In addition, two or three carloads of hogs 
were fattened on a ration composed of one 
part tankage and seven or eight parts corn, 
and sold at home for 18 cents a pound. 


Mrs. Aldrich Has a Fine Summer Garden. 


One of the many really good things on 
the Aldrich farm was Mrs. Aldrich’s gar- 
den. The planting of a few vegetables early 
in the spring to be followed after they are 
harvested by a crop of weeds and grass is 
a common practice. But the garden worth 
while is the one that yields a succession of 
vegetables, and Mrs. Aldrich’s garden was 
of this sort. Right at this time, she had 
three varieties of beans, corn at all stages 
of growth from just up to roasting ears, 
tomatoes, squash, okra, lettuce, eggplant, 
cucumbers, horse radish and salsify. 

The Aldrich farm shows that it is well 
handled. In spite of an exceedingly wet 
year, both corn and cotton were remarkably 
clean. The wet season was responsible for 
a late start but corn, cotton and lespedeza 
are partners with him in the business, and 
the firm operates under the name of J. M. 
Aldrich & Sons. He saw the necessity of 
making the boys partners in the business if 
he expected to keep them on the farm, and 
to better equip them for the joint manage- 
ment of the place he sent both of them to 
the Mississippi Agricultural and Mechanical 
College, from which institution they gradu- 
ated. After graduation at the Mississippi 
A. and M., the older son, M. T. Aldrich, 
studied animal husbandry at Ames, lowa, 
one year. ‘ 

Mr. Aldrich’s action in making his sons 
partners with him in the operation of the 
farm is just one of the many instances in 


which he has shown his good judgment 
and level headedness. The success he has 
made in building a fertile farm in a poor 
land section, and while enriching the place 
make it yield a comfortable living, is posi- 
tive proof that he is a good farmer. He is 
always energetically for those things that 
make for progress and good citizenship.

“Ken” McGregor Now an Auctioneer. 


Kenneth McGregor, of the famous Glen- 
carnock McGregors of Canada, has recently 
completed a course in the Jones Auctioneer- 
ing School at Chicago and returned home to 
hang out his shingle, or whatever auction- 
eers do when they start in business. In the 
first number of the Canadian Aberdeen- 
Angus Recorder he announces that he is 
now ready for business. “Ken” doesn’t 
overlook many bets in the pure bred cattle 
business. He came down to Ames to take 
a course in Animal Husbandry a few years 
ago, finished the course and taught a year 
or so, aud then returned to take charge of 
the Glencarnock herd of Aberdeen-Angus. 
He has fitted several show herds and sale 
cattle, and has been picking up practical 
pointers under some of the old heads until 
the auctioneering course just about rounds 
him out with a complete equipment to go 
ahead and do a great business in pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus. Carey Jones tells us that 
“Ken” will be a good auctioneer, he _be- 
lieves. Weli, here’s luck, Ken; if you Can- 
adians can’t fill up the West with Aberdeen- 
Angus now, we’ll miss our guess.

and 23 head have the papers. There are 
some animals which are mere feeders and 
are being sold off every year in order to 
make room for the better calves which are 
coming on. 

“] believe that it pays well to purchase 
the best herd sires that can be had,” said 
Mr. Telford, “and I have been buying my 
bulls in the east in order to obtain the best 
blood lines. I have always maintained that 
it costs no more to feed pure bred than it 
does the ordinary scrub and the better 
prices that good calves will bring and the 
more rapid gains made by the feeders will 
more than pay the extra expense at the 
start. 

“IT have long advocated the plan of get- 
ting the boys and girls of the county inter- 
ested in the raising of stock and I have of- 
fered to donate a few calves in order to 
start the work. This work is a success in 
other counties and it could be carried out 
here very easily if the people would only 
take hold of it. 

“There is no use of the business men look- 
ing for much of a future in their own line 
if they are not willing to rive the younger 
generation some encouragement to stay on 
the farms. It is for this reason,” continued 
Mr. Telford, “that I am willing to do all I 
can to put the boys’ and girls’ work over at 
the live stock sale and I hope that enough 
results will be shown to enable us to take up 
the work from a business standpoint.”—

Watch This Experiment. 

Can barley be substituted successfully for 
corn as the principal grain in fattening cat- 
tle? 

An answer to this interesting feeding 
question is sought in cattle experimental 
feeding work which has just been started 
at University Farm, seat of the Minnesota 
college of agriculture, by the staff of the 
animal husbandry division. 

“Our plan,” says Prof. W. H. Peters, act- 
ing chief of the division, “is to conduct a 
number of feeding trials, principally through 
the winter months, with a view to deter- 
mining the most satisfactory and economical 
feeds on Minnesota farms for use in fatten- 
ing beef cattle for market. The trials 
should also give valuable information on the 
wintering of calves and yearling cattle, al- 


~~ 4—Barley and clover hay, both full 
fed.

Funks of seed corn fame, Krambeck of 
lowa, and Escher & Ryan of the same sec- 
tion of that state were old heads with g 
wealth of material at hand that the judges 
thought finished out into what was hest. 
The material that got the purples wore 
black hides, filled out smooth all over and 
at both ends, and showed quality in every 
bone, both on foot and after cutting up, Mr 
Hall learned from talking with commission 
men, packer buyers and observing with his 
own eyes when he visited the coolers where 
the carcasses hung. That lesson of breed 
learned, Mr. Hall’s next problem was to 
find enough of the breed of uniform type 
and size to make a grand champion load, 
That was the problem that took him so 
many years to solve. 

When the little breeders began co-operat- 
ing with Mr. Hall to give him the pick of 
their bull crops, success was camping on his 
trail. He had learned thoroughly the les- 
sons of type, uniformity and the evolution 
of the big steer to the baby beef, or early 
maturity. The finish into championship 
steers was a matter of getting the big 
gains, getting them evenly over the car- 
cass and without waste on the corners and 
insuring quality. The story of Mr. Hall's 
1920 grand champion car lot, told last issue, 
is pretty much the same as for his other 
car lots. 

Nature’s foods of corn, clover, hay, grass 
and water are the mainstays, with an addi- 
tion of Champion molasses feed for most of 
the feeding period, plus a final finish of 
boiled barley. In those feeds are all the ele- 
ments of balance for fattening cattle prop- 
erly. Both commercial market toppers and 
show cattle get the same, though the extra 
work and cost of the boiled barley are not 
added. But the other feeds are standard 
for the big feeding operations carried on by 
Mr. Hall, master feeder of the carlot world.

authorized the secretary to ask for appli- 
cations. This was done by giving notice to 
the leading papers and by sending applica- 
tion forms out to boys who were known to 
be interested in the club. When a certain 
number of applications were received, the 
officers then had to find the heifers to dis- 
tribute among the boys and girls. We had 
27 applications at Brandon and at Dauphin 
they had 17, so we had to find 44 heifers 
somewhere. As we were supplying the 
members with yearling heifers, we found 
that we could not get many of the age re 
quired at a low enough price to insure the 
success of the venture, so we went to the 
States and imported 25 head which * 
brought to Brandon; 16 of these were 
shipped to. Dauphin Club and the remain- 

der retained in the Brandon Club. 
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n we were not able to carry 
ut all the rules with regard to the draw- 
i of lots, ete., but we have eventua.. got 
OF calves in the hands of members of the 
lub. At Dauphin they distributed their 
pos on by the method stated in the rules, 
ri the satisfaction of everyone and they have 
got about 20 members now in that club. 

Club Shows—The competition of the 
Brandon Club will be held at the Provin- 
cial Exhibition at Brandon in 1921, where a 
special classification is being arranged with 
the following prizes: Ist, $100; 2d, $95; 3d,

iéth, $25. Many breeders are contributing 
liberally to this club, and the Provincial 
Exhibition Board have also very kindly made 
a grant towards this prize list. The Am- 
erican Aberdeen-Angus Association are also 
sunvorting this prize list financially. " 

The competition of the Dauphin Club wi 
be hele a the Dauphin Exhibition 1921, 
where a special classification is also being 
arranged. The prize list has not yet been 
completed, but we have every reason to be- 
lieve that it will be very substantial. The 
showing of this club will be the feature of 
the Dauphin Exhibition this year. 

The Lacombe Club is the most recently 
organized and details are not complete as 
yet, but the organziation work is in the 
hands of very capable and enthusiastic men 
and it will be well under way by the time 
that this appears in print. The Lacombe 
Club will hold their show at the Summer 
Fair at Lacombe this year. 

After each show there will be a sale of 
the heifers. This is obviously a means of 
getting rid of the heifers that we have 
taken the trouble to place in the boys’ 
hands, but as the club must stand on its 
own feet there must be some way for the 
boys and girls to meet their notes when 
they come due. Very few will have other 
means of meeting the note, and we have 
provided for those few by making it a pro- 
vision of the rules of all clubs that each 
member will be entitled to purchase his or 
her own calf, should any member wish to 
do so, providing that the member in ques- 
tion has other available means of meeting 
the note at the bank. 

We believe that our readers will follow 
very carefully the future developments in 
connection with these clubs. Undoubtedly 
there is no better way of getting the young 
people of Canada interested in the Doddie 
and thus improving the cattle of this coun- 
try. The success or failure of these clubs 
will be the determining factor in the fu- 
ture development of the pure bred calf club 
among the boys of this country. Success 
is already assured, as they are in many 
cases the same boys and giris who have 
made good in the fat calf clubs, and in other 
cases they are the boys and girls who come 
from the stock that produces -uccessful 
men and women.—Canadian Aberdeen-An- 
gus Recorder.

“warming up” of cattle or their marketing 
off grass.
